The rem arkable get-together pow ­ 
ers of France are shown in the figures 
published as to the unem ploym ent sit­ 
uation irt the various countries of the 
world. 
Although the greatest suffer­ 
er in the war, 
not 
only in property 
dam aged and destroyed, but in loss of 
men, statistics show that of all the n a­ 
tions ot the world she has less men 
and women out of work than any. The 
United States, 
so 
it is claimed, has 
from three to four millions idle. More 
than four million are in th at condition 
in G reat Britain while Italy has three 
h u nd red thousand 
and 
Sw itzerland 
one hundred thousand seeking work 
and unable to find it. 
In the face of 
these situations F rance shows the as­ 
tonishing record of only fifteen thou­ 
sand in like condition in all its terri- 
1 ory. 
The explanation of this is th at the 
w ar being over the people of France 
realizing th at only by united action 
could they expect to rehabilitate their 
country, 
have 
faced 
the 
situation 
squarely and, putting 
aside personal 
considerations, have joined in the su­ 
prem e effort of bringing about their 
own prosperity. 
There is complete understanding, so 
it is said, betw een all classes, and capi­ 
tal and labor, knowing that the one 
could not do without the other, have 
reached a mutual understanding and 
are working together for their mutual 
good.

mission to “secede” from Cooper 
county 
and 
join 
Pettis 
county 
which is already a larger county j 
•han Cooper. 
That it would 
be 
more 
convenient 
for 
Oiterville 
township to make the change there 
is no doubt, as Sedalia, the county 
seat of Pettis, and Oiterville are i 
both on the Missouri Pacific rail-1 
way on the south state highway. 
One of the principal 
autom obile» 
manufacturers of the country rec­ 
ognizes that Otterville naturally be-1 
longs to Sedalia trade, as the motor 
concern has cut Otterville off the 
Cooper county dealer’s list and giv­ 
en It to the Pettis county dealer 
whose headquarters are at Seda- 
Ha. 
But it is not likely that Otter*J 
ville township will become a part 
of Pettis county, as 
all 
C ooper; 
county has to vote favorably 
on ¡ 
the change, and Cooper county peo- j 
pie are not likely to let part 
of 
their territory get away without a 
fight, for the losing of Otterville 
township will mean less 
revenue 
and a poorer and smaller county, 
and it can hardly be expected that 
many persons outside of the town­ 
ship that wishes to pull away from 
ue will vote for the change. 
However, there is a lesson for 


Boonviile and Cooper county in the 
action of Ottervile township. 
The 
bigger the town the more trade it 
attracts, and Sedalia, being a larger 
town than Boonviile, is naturally 
preferred as a trading center by 
persons who are close or closer to 
the state fair city than to the Vine 
Clad City overlookig the Missouri 
River. 
The other reason, and per 
haps the more important one, for 
Otterville wishing to be a part o t 
Pettis county, is that there 
are 
belter roads to Sedalia 
than 
to 
Boonviile. 
Sedalia has a fine sys­ 
tem of rock roads radiating from 
it and it is a powerful faetor in 
pulling business to that city. 
Ottervile township 
people 
will 
travel over bad roads to Boonviile 
until Cooper county builds better 
roads. 
This improvement in high­ 
ways should come soon, however, 
if Cooper countians insist on keel­ 
ing Otterville as a part of our po­ 
litical and governmental unit they 
should at least try so far as possi­ 


ble to overcome the physical disad­ 
vantages which now isolate to 
a 
large extent one of the wealthiest 
and most progressive townships in 
Cooper county from Boonviile, its 
county seat.
